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OCTA Ousts F.L. Maduro 
*Y Will Form New Union” Says Maduro 


It was reliably learned yester- 
day that the Board of the OCTA 
(Christian Organization of Aru- 
ban Workers), during a meeting 
held last Wednesday night, de- 
cided to expell Mr. F, L. Maduro 
as a boardmember of the organ- 
ization. 

Mr. Maduro’s expulsion, it was 
learned, came about as a result 
of the OCTA Board’s opinion 
that Mr, Maduro has. unilaterally 
taken decisions for the OCTA and 
the workers, to which he was not 
entitled and which has caused 
false colours to be put upon 
OCTA and the workers in the 
Aruban Community. OCTA, it 
was stated, was quite displeased 
with Mr. Madu,cw,statements in-. 

volving other Unions in the pre- 
sent impasse, » 
. It was reported the request for 
Mr. Maduro’s expulsion was made 
by Mr. Juan Yarzagaray, secre- 
tary of OCTA and Mr. Freddy 
Doran, secretary of the Construc- 
tion Workers’ section of the 
OCTA. 

It was stated that Mr. Maduro 
has, on his own, tried to group a 
number of construction workers 
together in an organization which 
will be affiliated with the Con- 
gress of Free Trade Unions 
which, in turn, is associated with 
ORIT, an OPPONENT of CLASC 
to which OCTA is affiliated. 
(This was termed as "treason” in 
OCTA circles). 

Furthermore, it was stated, Mr. 
Maduro has endeavoured to gain 


personal politictil advantage from 


the labor movement, something 
that is greatly regretted by OC- 
TA. Through Mr. Maduro’s ef- 
forts, some opportunists have in- 
filtrated the labor movement, it 
was stated, and these will be got- 
ten rid of through a complete re- 
organisation. 

Tt was further reported that 
Mr, F. L. Maduro was at LO.W. 


U.A. headquarters last Wednes- - 


day evening with Mr. John Rojas, 
a Trinidad labor personality, dis- 
cussing the plans to form a new 
union, while OCTA was deciding 
on his expulsion. 

Asked yesterday for comment 
on his expulsion, Mr. Maduro was 
quoted as saying: "They have 
expelled me, but I have the ma- 
jority of the construction work- 
ers behind me, I am flying today 

- to Curacao with Mr. Rojas to in- 
form Minister Kroon of my plans 
to establish a new labor union”. 


Further developments in this 
labor affair are awaited with 
considerable concern. 

One thing is clear, So far, Mr. 
F. L, Maduro is not taking ”no”’ 
for an answer......

20 NEWSPAPERS ACCEPT 
BIRTHDAY INVITATION 
BY CASTRO 


In invitations to 25 U.S. news- 
papers and magazines by Premier 
Fidel Castro to send a man to 
cover the 26th of July celebra- 
tions, 20 were reported to have 
-accepted and the remaining of 
those who have not yet accepted 
were expected to do so. 

Tentative plans called for the 
newsmen to fly July 22 or 23 to 
Santiago in Oriente Province. Cas- 
tro’s. revolutionary stronghold. 
They would spend three days tour- 
ing the province. 

The 26th of July celebrations 
mark the-day in 1953 when Castro 
led.an attack on the Moncada Bar- 
racks in Santiago, in which 100 
students and soldiers were killed. 
The attack was the start of Cas- 
tro’s battle against the Batista re- 
gime and gave the name to his. re- 
volutionary movement. 


The invitations were the first 
that Castro has made to a broad 
section of the United States press 
since Washington severed rela- 
tions with Cuba in 1961. 
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Oil Talks Between Venezuela and 


Royal Dutch Shell Oil Co. 


Negotiations between the Vene- 
zuelan government and the Royal 
Dutch Shell Oil Company are go- 
ing on now and a new pattern for 
dealings with the petroleum pro- 
ducers could emerge from these 
talks it was reliably reported. 

Foreign oil companies are keep- 
ing a close eye on the present dis- 
cussion of the 19,300-square-mile 
area which may have oil reserves 
10 times as great as oil-rich Ve- 
nezuela’s current untapped depo- 
sits. ; 

Development of this area, which 
oil men say may prove far greater 
than Venezuela’s current 17,000 
million barrels, would greatly in- 
crease the income of Venezuela, 


world’s firgtexponter- of petroleum 


and third largest’ producer after 
the U.S. and Russia. 

The report said Shell’s bid to 
explore the Orinoco Tar Belt north 
of the Orinoco River in central 
and eastern Venezuela is attract- 
ing much attention. The outcome 
of negotiations between the gov- 
ernment and Shell, a Dutch-Brit- 
ish enterprise, probably will set 
the pattern for future contracts 
with foreign oil companies, 

Although former President Ro- 
mulo Betancourt announced there 
would be no more oil concessions 
when he took office in 1958, all 
concessions were granted in 1957 
under Dictator Marcos Perez Ji- 
menez were allowed to remain in 
force, but will expire within an 
average of 15 years. 

The Venezuelan government pro- 
posed to substitute service con- 


tracts for concessions. Under ser- . \ 


vice contracts, the government 
leases land to a foreign oil com- 
pany for exploration and develop- 
ment for a certain period of time. 
Service contracts would include 
greater restrictions, particularly 
the length of time an area may be 
exploited. In the last six years, no 
service contracts have been pro- 
posed by the government, and oil 
exploration has dropped consider- 
ably. A service contract with Shell 
could start things moving again. 
There is reportedly some worry 
by high oil officials that the gov- 
ernment might demand oil oper- 
ations be turned over to the gov- 
-ernment’s Venezuelan Petroleum 
Corporation after a 10-year period’ 
under contract. 
It would take up to five years 
to develop producing wells, and oil 
companies would hardly find it 


worthwhile to work a field for five 
years after laying out huge sums 
of capital in exploration. 

However, foreign oil officials 
point out that the government is 
wearing rose-colored glasses when 
it talks about runing its own pet- 
roleum industry. 

” Whether they like it or not, the 
fact is Venezuelans have neither 
the technical nor financial ability 
to take over the responsibilities 
that foreign companies have as- 
sumed;” one oil official was quoted 
as saying. 

However, most oil officials are 
willing to admit the government is 
a reasonably just, if hard, bar- 
gainer in its negotiations with the 
oil companies. 

While Shell, second largest for- 
eign oil company in Venezuela, 
and smaller companies are nego- 
tiating with the government, Stan- 
dard Oil of New Jersey’s Vene- 
zuelan subsidiary Creole, the 
grand-daddy of them.all, is biding 
its time, the report said.

NATIONAL CENSUS IN 
COLOMBIA - FIRST IN 
13 YEARS 


Census takers invaded rural 
areas in Colombia July 16 to com- 
plete the first national census in 
13 years. 

Cities were virtually shut down 
as 300,000 volunteers went up and 
down the streets to help take the 
count. The government decreed a 
midnight t8 8 p.m. curfew, with 
only census takers, public utility 
employees and -a few vital work- 
ers allowed on the streets. 

In Bogota, more than 600 per- 
sons were arrested for violating 
the curfew. The census law pres- 
cribes a mandatory three-day jail 
sentence. 

Colombia’s population is estim- 
ated at about 15 million. 
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‘Minister Kroon Gives Elucidation On 
Strikes in Aruba 


Under the above heading the Curacao daily ,,Beurs- & Nieuws- 
berichten” in its edition of last Saturday, July 18, reported the 


following : 


During a press conference held 
this morning in Fort Amsterdam, 
the Federal Government of the 
Netherlands Antilles, by mouth of 
Minister President E. Jonckheer 
and Minister C. D. Kroon, has 


shown the road which can lead to » 


the solution of the disputes be- 


tween employers and employees in 


Aruba. 


First of all a group of workers 
— the Law requires a minimum of 
25 — must start negotiations with 
the employers. If there still is a 
point in dispute that group can 
approach the Federal Mediator 
with the request that he mediate. 
This mediator can then asin his 
work at once. 


It has come to the notice of the 
Government that, even after the 
local papers published a communi- 
qué (press release) on the subject 
of labor difficulties in Aruba, there 
still exist misunderstandings with 
relation to the task of the Govern- 
ment and of the Federal Mediator. 


The Federal Mediator correctly 
refrained from mediation in the 
dispute between the McKee con- 
tracting firm and the OCTA. He 
could not, and the Law allowed 
him not, to mediate pursuant to 
Article 5 of the Labor Dispute Or- 
dinance of which the part of im- 
portance of the first paragraph 
says: ’The Federal Mediator shall 


_ refrain from intervening or from 


further intervention in a dispute, 
if it is evident to him that the 
dispute is one in point of law.” In 
the present’ case this was clearly 
so. 

The dispute, therefore, was dealt 
with in the proper manner: that 
is by the Judge, who ruled that 


‘the workers had to resume their 


jobs. It is regrettable that the 
workmen have not followed the 
correct avenue of procedure, 
which would have been: resume 
the job calmly and start negotia- 


tions. Instead of this they served. 


individual notices of resignation, 
resulting in that the work was 
paralyzed anyway, so said the 
Minister who also remarked: ’’This 
entire course of affairs is quite 
abnormal. The regular procedure 
is that the intervention of the 
Federal Mediator is requested 
when during negotiations a dead- 
lock had arisen. 

Then a situation is created that 
can lead to either a strike or a 
lockout. In such a condition of con- 
flict the federal mediator is in- 
formed by either party, or by both 
parties, of the existence of such 
conflict. The Mediator at once in- 


forms the Government and starts. 


mediation. 


The Federal Government fully 
recognizes the right to strike. 
When this Government had just 
assumed power, there existed an 
article in the Law which prohibit- 
ed strikes. This article of the Law 
was removed, but this action in- 


creased thdresponsibility resting 


upon the union leaders. If the nor- 
mal course of procedure is utiliz- 
ed, the Government is also quite 


’ willing to afford all possible as- 


sistance, as was in fact done and 
proved in the dispute between 
IOWUA and Lago. 


In modern labor relationships 
there must first be negotiations. A 


_ strike is in fact a last resort, to 


be wielded only when it turns out 
to be impossible to reach agree- 
ment. 

_ Minister Kroon distinctly em- 
phasized that he canhot and is not 
allowed to take action in the pre- 
sent dispute. Thus he is not allow- 
ed, for instance, to give instruc- 
tions to the mediator, or as the 
case may be to direct the mediator 
to mediate. The latter has his own 
competencies. 


It must also be noted that after 


the dispute in point of law ensued, 


the mediator was not notified 
either, as would have been normal. 
In the first place the workers had 
to return to their jobs, and then 


’the union leaders could have con- 


tacted the mediator; but this was 
not done. ; 

The Court ordered OCTA to 
have the work. resumed. The 
workmen failed to obey the union’s 
orders. This proves that the union 


‘Board does not have sufficient 


authority. In actual fact the union 
cannot state that there is a dis- 
pute between the strikers and the 
employers, because the labor re- 
lationship was lawfully terminated 
when the workers failed to show 
up at the job site. 


Now, therefore, a@ group of wor- 


kers who are normally employed, 


must negotiate with their. employ- - 


ers. As an example: those nego- 
tiations need not last longer than 
five minutes. The condition is that 
these negotiations are held! If af- 
ter these negotiations there still 
are items in dispute, the interven- 
tion of the Federal Mediator ean 
be requested. 


"The Government regrets this 
course of affairs in considerable 
measure,’ ’so said Minister Kroon. 
*This is a disservice, not only to 
Aruba, but to the entire economic 
situation of the Antilles. Particu- 
larly, now that there are real pos- 
sibilities of attracting new indus- 
tries.” 

In the course of the press con- 
ference Minister President Jonck- 
heer remarked that the trade 
union leaders must be aware, that 
they bear responsibility not only 
with respect to their unions, but 
they also share responsibility with 
the Government for the entire 
economic situation of the Terri- 
tory. 

In this connection, both Minis- 
ter President Jonckheer and Min- 
ister Kroon stated that the Gov- 
ernment always want to cooperate 
towards. leadership training of 
union leaders. The Legislative 
Council cooperated with appropri- 
ations that make it possible for 
young men, who wish to travel to 
Holland for such training, to be 
reimbursed for part of the cost by 
the Federal Government. 


Both the Minister President and 
Minister Kroon emphasized the 
circumstance that the Government 
is at all times willing to help and 
afford assistance in situations as 
the present one, but that in any 
case the normal avenue of proce- 
dure MUST be followed.

Appearing on Tele Aruba last Saturday evening, Federal 
Mediator, Mr. Frank Hartong made the following declaration : 


Now that the strike at some of 
the contractors in Aruba, working 
for account of Lago, has ended be- 
cause part of the strikers have 
gone back to work while part of 
them have served notice of resig- 
nation, whereupon their service re- 
lationship was terminated by the 
employers, I think it’ necessary 
through this press conference to 
bring the pertinent details to the 
attention of the general public, 
particularly with regard to my po- 
sition as Federal Mediator as also 


with relevance to the impossibility . 


to mediate during the difficulties 
that arose. 


The position of the Federal Me- 
diator is regulated in the so-called 
Labor Dispute. Ordinance 1946. 
Article 3, first paragraph, of that 


ordinance reads as follows: 


“If a dispute has arisen in the® 
Island Territory of Aruba, Bonaire 
or Curacao, which threatens to re- 
sult into a strike or lockout, and 
in which 25 or more employees are 
involved, the employers and/or the 
employees involved in the dispute 
or the Board members of their 
unions must without delay request 
the Federal Mediator designed for 
the Island Territory concerned, to 
intervene. That request must be 
confirmed in writing without de- 
lay.” 


Article 5, paragraph 41, point 
(b) of the ordinance says:

"The Federal Mediator shall re- 
frain from intervening or from 
further intervention in a dispute, 
if it is evident to him that the dis- 
pute is a dispute in point of law.” 

In my capacity of Federal Me- 
diator I received on July 4, 1964 
a letter from the Lawyer J. B. 
Wix, to that effect authorized by 
the contracting firm of Arthur G., 
McKee & Co., that an ultimatum 
had been given by OCTA which ul- 
timatum would run out on Mon- 
day, July 6, at 7 a.m., and which 
boiled down to this that if McKee 
had not replied by then to a letter 
— which had not yet been receiv- 
ed by the firm — a strike would 
break out. Furthermore, Mr. Wix 
wrote: 

"Client does not know of any 
labor conflict that could have 
given rise to such ultimatum, and 
neither OCTA nor the employees 
have notified client of any dis- 
pute.” 

I heard nothing further, hither 
from OCTA nor from the employ- 
ees of McKee, until on Saturday, 
July the fourth, I was phoned by 
Mr. F. L. Maduro, who informed 
me of having given an ultimatum 
to McKee which would run out on 
July 6, at 7 a.m. I then told Mr. 
Maduro that he would have to in- 
form me in writing as soon as pos- 
sible in compliance with the rules 
of the law, and, in view of the fact 
that McKee denied the existence 
of a labor conflict, he had to in- 
form me of the nature of the 
labor conflict. I also informed him 
that Mr. Wix required evidence 
that OCTA did represent the em- 
ployees of McKee, in other words 
that those employees were also 
members of OCTA, and also that 
Mr, Maduro was a board member 
of OCTA on the strength of the 
articles of association or a deci- 
sion of the general membership 
meeting. It is of importance to 
know that when the strike erupted 
on Monday, July 6, at 7 am., 
neither Mr. F. L. Maduro nor any 
other person had complied with

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my request. After on Monday, 
July 6, I had repeatedly asked for 
the letter meant, this letter was 
handed to me on that same day 
by Mr. F. L. Maduro, at my office 
at four o’clock in the afternoon. 
However, at that time action in 
Court had already been filed in the 
name of McKee, to elicit a ruling 
whether the strike was legal or 
illegal so that I was compelled to 
refrain from mediation and await 
the decision of the Judge. The let- 
ter concerned was signed by the 
members of: the main Board of 
OCTA of which Mr. Edgar Maduro 
is president, and by the members 
of the division board, of which 
Mr. F. L. Maduro is president. 
I then informed Mr. F. L. Maduro 
that, in view of the lawsuit that 
had been initiated, I was compel- 
led to refrain from mediation but 
that, if the Judge should rule that 
the strike was legal and if evi- 
‘dence were given of the existence 
of a labor dispute; I would imme- 
diately mediate. I requested him 
to show to me in connection with 
that possibility the articles of as- 
sociation of OCTA, as also the 
minutes of the meetings of mem- 
bers in which the signers of the 
letter had been elected board mem- 
bers. I also notified him that it 
would then be necessary to give 
proof that the employees of McKee 
were members of OCTA. At that 
moment Mr. Maduro could not 
hand me those documents, but I 
offered to proceed at once to his 
office in San Nicolas to take del- 
ivery of the documents. We agreed 
to meet there between five thirty 
and six o’clock in the afternoon 
of that very same day, because I 
found the case very important, 
When I arrived at six o’clock at 
the office of Mr. F. L. Maduro he 
was not there, and neither did he 
come there. The documents had 
not been put in readiness for me 
so that I again asked for them in 
writing. Those documents were not 
delivered finally to me until Tues- 
day, July the seventh. Inasmuch 
as the Judge has ruled this strike 
to be illegal, those documents have 
not been under discussion at all 
for the balance. Yet after a preli- 
minary study of them I fear that, 
even if the strike had been label- 
led legal, those documents are in- 
sufficient to establish the author- 
ity of Mr. F. L. Maduro .to repre- 
sent the union inasmuch as the 
articles of association are silent on 
the point of a division board. In 
any. case a legal dispute would 
probably have arisen on this score. 
In his ruling, handed down on Sat- 
urday, July the eleventh, the 
Judge in this connection consider- 
ed the following: ’’In conclusion, 
it must also be inquired into 
whether the avenues prescribed by 
Law have been used to prevent the 
strike, inasmuch as defendant in 
his defence has made reference to 
the task of the federal mediator. 


It has been determined in the 
course of the present lawsuit that 
it was not until Saturday, July 4, 
1964, that OCTA informed the 
federal mediator by telephone that 
a dispute had arisen. This, there- 
fore, was done at a point of time 
that the decision to strike had al- 
ready been taken and plaintiff no- 
tified thereof, as is evinced by the 
ultimatum given by OCTA on July 
3, 1964. The strike in fact started 
on July 6, 1964, at 0700 hours. By 
' this, their, way. of acting, OCTA 
with disregard of the regulations 
created by the Legislator, created

a situation where it became prac- 
tically impossible for the federal 
mediator to negotiate, while for 
the same reason OCTA made it 
impossible for the Federal Govern- 
ment to make use of the compe- 
tency the Law gives to the Gov- 
ernment to proclaim a cooling-off 
period. The existing avenue of the 
Law to arrive at an understanding 
has not been followed by- defend-’ 
ant, and it is also untrue that the 
strike was a last-resort — as de- 
fendent alleges.” 


After the Court had handed 
down its ruling on Saturday, July 
11, I was called by phone by Mr. 
F. L. Maduro who asked me: "To 
hop over to his office in San Nico- 
las where a meeting was in pro- 
gress, so as to mediate because 
OCTA had informed the strikers 
that they had to return to the job 
but that they refused to do so.” 
My -reply was that I could not 
mediate, unless the strikers would 
factually have resumed work, in- 
asmuch as it is impossible for the 
Federal Mediator to mediate in a 
strike that has been branded ille- 
gal by the judiciary. 


On Monday morning, July 13,°1 
was again contacted by phone 
consecutively by Messrs. Hazel, F. 
L. Maduro and Edgar Maduro, who 
requested my mediation while the 
strike continued in progress. I 
have not Jent my offices to the 
further course of affairs such as 
the notices of termination of work- 
ing contracts given by a number 
of workmen on. July 15, and the 
subsequent instant dismissal of 
those workmen when .they only 
wanted to go back to work during 


-the three days of notice, because 


when the service relationship is 
ended there is no further, room for 
mediation, unless parties want to 
negotiatéson new contracts, but of 
this I know nothing. 


With relation to the strike at . 


other contractors working for ac- 
count of Lago no notifications 
have been given to me by the em- 
ployees. 


In conclusion I voice my deep 
regret that OCTA and its leaders 
have .not followed the prescribed 
procedure, and acted so rashly, as 
a consequence of which both the 
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employer and the employees anftf 
their families have become the vic- 
tims. Fortunately the employers 
have said they are willing to re- 
hire the employees whose work- 
ing agreement was terminated, if 
the. employees wish. It is to be 
hoped that the employees will 
avail themselves of this offer, and 
that OCTA and its leaders will as 
yet correct the errors made by 
giving complete and accurate in- 
formation to the members of OC- 
TA, also with regard to the errors 
they committed in their capacity 
of board members. To me this ap- 
pears better and in the interest of 
the employees, their families and 
sound unionism in Aruba, than to 
unleash an avalanche of telegrams 
all over the world to agencies and 
individuals who, because of the 
very nature of matters, are in- 
formed only in a unilateral way. 


ALL THAT GLITTERS IS 
NOT GOLD 


A London tobacconist has sor- 
rowfully learned that all that glit- 
ters is not gold — it can be plas- 
ter.

1,500 pounds for 750 plaster no- 
velty balls, Each was supposed to 
contain a gold coin.

1 lb. Pork steak 
%4 tsp. salt 
¥ tsp. pepper 
Y, cup flour 
1 egg 
2 tbs. water 
1 cup fine dry bread crumbs 
4 tbs. shortening 
1 tbs. minced onion 
6 wooden skewers 

Cut meat into pieces about 1” 
x 4”, sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per. Arrange pork and veal alter- 
nately on 6 skewers. Press pieces 
close together and mold into drum- 
stick shapes. Roll in flour, dip in 
egg diluted with water. Roll in 
crumbs. Melt shortening in skillet. 
When hot, add drumsticks and

Lago Technical Department’s Hi- 
ginio Kelly recently became the 
first staff employee to attain se- 
nior engineer status without the 
benefit of a formal college educa- 
tion. Laboratory Division Superin- 
tendent H. F. Couzy is quick to 
point out that to achieve that dis- 
tinction "has required an excep- 
tional effort during the past 
eighteen years.”

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RUSSIA AND UNITED STATES 
“TOGETHER IN SEAWATER 
DESALTING RESEARCH 


It was announced July 15 that 
the United States and Soviet ne- 
gotiators proposed a plan of scien- 
tific cooperation to seek economi- 
cal methods of desalting sea water. 
' The announcement took the form 
of a recommendation by the U.S. 
and Soviet scientists, who had been 
meeting in Washington, to their 
respective governments, 

President Johnson, it was re- 
ported, is highly pleased with the 
agreement which he regards as a 
potential fruitful point for U.S.- 
Soviet cooperation and one which 
could benefit both countries plus 
large areas of the rest of the 
world. 

The proposed U.S. - Soviet co- 
operative research program would 
include investigating possible use 
of nuclear energy to obtain fresh 
water from the sea and from 
brackish lakes. 

On July 16 the Soviet delega- 
gion started a tour of U.S. demon- 
“stration plants and laboratories in 
the field of desalting. 


_ BRITISH STOP ATTACK 
$ BY INDONESIA 


Last Sunday 50 Indonesian guer- 
rillas, in fighting along Malaysia’s 
troubled Borneo border, were bea- 
ten back by a platoon® of British 
troops. 

There were reportedly no. Brit- - 
ish casualties but the guerrillas 
were believed to have suffered sev- 
eral dead and wounded an army 
spokesman said. 

The clash took place in the Bau 
area of Sarawak, 32 miles south- 
west of Kuching and about 2 miles 
from the rugged jungie frontier — 
with Indonesian Borneo. Hh 

The army spokesman said the 
British troops, had advance word 
of the Indonesian attack and held 
their fire until the guerrillas mov- 
ed in close. 

He said the Indonesians retreat- 
ed across the border after spora- 
dic, but heavy automatic weapons 
fire, taking their casualties with 
them. 

Malaysian security forces feane 
ched a "strong followup” oper- 
ation but no further contact with 
guerrillas was reported the army 
spokesman added.
